Jessica:  Reviewed  Precision  Ceoncrete  Ceutting  power 
point.  Citv  of  BID  in  Westwood  successfullv-bas  used 
this  company  to  fix  their  sidewalks,  it  is  cost  effective. 
Their  BID  worked  with  council  offices  in  effort  to  get 
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sidewalks  fixed. 

A survey  to  be  done  in  South  Ppark.  It  will  be  taken 
back  to  the  committee  and  present  it  to  the  Bboard  to 
vote  on  formallVr  The  BID  can  vote  to  raise  assessments 
0-5%  in  a year  - an  increase  could  possibly  pay  for  the 
increase  in  cost.

Accendo  Demo 


Amanda:  Custom  built  for  South  Park.  Database 
viewing  activity  log.  Amanda  is  giving  a demo  of  the 
Accendo  program  that  is  being  utilized  by  safe  and 
clean  teams  to  track  what  is  needed  to  be  taken  care  of 
in  the  BID.  Rather  than  use  paper  it's  all  being  tracked 
and  logged  in  the  Accendo  database.  All  officers  have 
their  own  log  in.  Supervisors  have  access  to  it.  Smart 
phones  have  been  purchased  for  officers  to  update  and 
input  data  into  Accendo.  Having  this  log  allows  us  to 
keep  track  of  the  clean  and  safe  teams’  progress  out  in 
the  BID.  Instantaneously,  we  can  customize  the 
program  if  we  feel  that  there  is  room  for  improvement 
on  the  database.  We  work  with  the  developer  of  the 
Accendo  program.  We  are  able  to  map  the  BID  and 
locations  of  where  work  has  been  completed.  A mobile 
app  is  in  the  making  right  now  but  for  now  people  can 
call  in  to  make  any  requests  or  need  to  call  in  graffiti  or 
anything  else  that  needs  to  be  taken  care  of

Steve:  Methodology  - ^sharing  info  from  the  BID  to  the 
merchants.  What  we  can  do  better,  what  is  and  isn’t 
working.  Mon-Fri  for  all  5 zones.  Standard  we  are 
trying  to  establish  will  be  visited  once  per  week  at  the 
very  least. 

3 V2  hours  per  day  will  be  spent  visiting  merchants 
business  checks. 

3-5  minutes  for  business  checks  on  average.  Some 
may  take  longer  depending  on  any  issues. 

This  is  all  in  effort  to  make  the  district  safer  and 
cleaner.
